the situation and save the day, Somehow however, Jane always came out ahead, 


In one adventure I remember, Jane was trying to help an artist, or 
should I say painter, become famous and rich, She plotted to call upon friends, 
and each was to commission the man to paint a portrait, Jane was sure this would 
put money in the man’s pocket, and also make him famous in the bargain, The trouble 
seemed to te that none of Jane's friends would go along with the plan, at least ) 
not after they learned it would cost them money, | 


It would not be commonly known, but in the 1930°s, Goodman was a real 
died-in=the-wool racing fan, It was said that at one time in the middle thirties, 
lir, Ace had a machine called a "Peleflash" installed in his swank New York 
apartment, It operated by phone lines set up right at the track, and gave almost 
instant racing results, Racing was recreation for the Aces in those heetic days 
when they were on radio almost every day of the week, Anyway, the man who gave 
the race results had a "Brooklyn=type" accent, and it’s claimed his mispronuncia= 
tions of the words was really bad, Goodman cashed in on tho idea by actually 
remembering the badly announced words, and having Jane repeat them on the radio 
program, In fact, this was certainly one of the great reasons for the success . 
of the program, Jane would always be miseusing and also giving the wrong pronun- 
ciation of words, and always to the dismay of ir, Ace, who would say, “Oh, My 
Isn't That Awful", Jane's whole character in the series was based on mistakes 
she made with the language, It was funny to listeners, simply because they found 
Jane*’s misuse of words flattering to them, Radio in those days prided in good 
grammer, and to hear someone on radio make mistakes, made the listener feel 
superior, That was the secret to "Easy Ace’s" Success, along with a naturalness 
with no frenzied striving for "sock" laughs, no vaudeville comedy, The lines were 
almost thrown away, and if listeners got them it was okay, and if not, that was 
okay toot (RFP) Hee:

SAYS: When we were kids we would listen to many radio programs as before dimer

Years ago, when life was still full of untold wonders, my day used to begin 
with rousing marchos, overtures with stirring themes, and time signals, weather 
reports, and a bright, cheerv smile, The last-named was usually the most difficult 
to round up, especially if the previous night had been in any way active, Those 
were the days when I first started in radio broadcasting, filled with ideas of 
gaining an audience of thousands who hung on my every word. 


“fT used to have a sign-on programme called "Breakfast Concert", and the music on 
it was unlike that offered by the twenty other stations in the area, We put on 
nothing but classical music, band marches, and generally inoffensive material re= 
quiring little of any attention on the part of tho listening audience, Oddly 
enough, such a combination went over in a big way, and it wasn't long after our 
station signed on that we had 2 large number of faithful listeners, I recall one 
particular morning when the sun was coming up arourd half past six, I had stepped 
out of the studio and teen struck by the beauty of the light as it penetrated the 
smog and smoke of the industrial area, When I returned to the announce booth, I 
mentioned it, after faithfully ceiving the time signal, of course, and lo and behold, 
within minutes we had received. several telephone calls from listeners who commented 
on the sunrise as well! It made my day ina way. 


Other mornings were not quite as tranquil, On occasion, the operator of the 
station slept in, I had never worked the “other side", and so felt the first pangs 
of panic as I saw the clock creep around to half past five, then twenty to six, 
barely five minutes to sign-on, In desperation, I telephoned the transmitter 
operator who gave me a briefing on what patch=cords to patch in, and before long, 
I had 2 thousand cycle tone humming down the line from the studio to the trans- 
mitter, Finslly, at a quarter to six, I slipped the record onto the turntable, 
and the strains of "0 Canada" burst on the air, and we were off to another day, 

Of course, I did manage to leave the speaker open for the first announcements, with 
resulting feed-back going out at fifty thousand watts power all over the area, 

On other mornings, when the temperature and the humidity of a summer’s day were 
vying to see which could reach 100 first, we would sneak into the air-conditioning 
equipment room and store a couple of bottles of liquid refreshment near the ice- 
cold pipes, IT certainly provided a pleasant form of relief later on! 


My initiation period in radio was during the groat period of transition which 
was occurring in communications, Television was still somewhat of a novelty, 
indeed, movie houses featured it in their lobbies as an added attraction------- 
and innovations in recording were taking place on every side, Tape recorders were 
new gadgets and operators were learning how to splice together programmes by 
eliminating mistakes, Announcers were becoming more natural, knowing that their 
"ums" and "ers" covld be snipped out of a finished broadeast, There was great 
mobility in what events could be covered, and interviews became more frequent as 
the studio could go to the man more readily than the man could coma to the studio. 
New skills were developed on both sides of the glass, And old skills began to fall 
by the wayside, At one time , an operator had to learn to handle 7&s and be able 
to flip them, or cue into them, in such a wey that the music of one record ended 
and the music of the next record began without missing a single beat, It was a 
highly skilled operator who could carry out a flip of a twelve inch 78 within 
three seconds, The dexterity required didn't come overnight, First, kill the pot 
when the music ended, then reach for the playing arm and lift it off the record 
and hold it aside, Quickly slide the fingers under the edge of the rotating turn- 
table, then let it down so that the hole fell right on the tiny post, bring the arm 
back to the outside groove, and then bring up the pot again, Another deft piece of 
work involved going from one transcription record to another without missing a beaty 
or if it were a talk show, without missing a syllable, (Cont’d Next Page) _

And when 
he wasn't "waving the flag for Hudson High", or travelling to many 
distant parts of the world on his adventures, he was making fabulous 
offers to his radio listeners. I still have the "cat's eye" ring 
that glows in the dark, which was given away sometime between 1939 
and 1942, It still glows, too,though I no longer use it to flash 
secret messages in the dark. 


About this same period, he offered duplicates of his "Magic 
Answer Box", This palm-sized metal container had a needle inside, 
visible through a window, which was activated by the moisture and 
temperature of your finger over a small perforated grille on the 
Side of the box. The needle would point to one of a number of ans-— 
wéers printed in the box cover, in response to questions asked of the 


| _ person holding. the box. The answers were (and I quote): "So what!", 


"Yes", "Maybe", "Try again", "No", "Check!", and "“Wow!", I still 
have my bright red Answer Box in mint condition, including the 
instruction sheet, - 


A more useful (and fairly accurate) giveaway was the Jack Arn 
_ strong pedometer. This was of metal, about 24" in diameter. It 
_ CGlipped to your belt and the motion of your walking made an inner 
_ dial move, recording how far you walked each day. The distance could 
be read in one of the four openings on the dial face, which was 
marked according to the length of your stride. 


A miniature bombsight, with three tiny red "bombs" was another 
premium of the good .old days. You looked through the sight, and 
when the cross hairs were directly over the target. (lead soldiers, 
a sand fort, or what-have-you), you turned a small wooden disc on 
the bottom of the sight, releasing the bombs one at a time. I've

THE SHADOW -~ During the time THE SHADOW was on the air many voices 
were heard as the shadow. The first shadow was Robert H, Andrews and 
followed by Orson Welles—-—Bill Johnstone-—Bret iiorrison. We are going 
to write of the 1959 SHADOW---Mr. Bill Johnstone. 
SPINE-TINGLING excitement and a touch of mysterious magic colored a 
lesson in crime suppression in the "Shadow." Desperate criminals, mad

To a somber arrangement of the antroduction of the second movement of 
Symphony in D Minor by Cesar Franek, the announcer repeated the request, "Quiet, 
please" twice; then introduced the show, The principal actor was Ernest Chapel, 
now deceased, and a series of amazing seripts was written by Wyllis Cooper, like- 
wise now deceased, John Stanley, who until recently presented an hour relating to 
old radio on Radio Station KQED-FM in Berkoley, California, has undertaken some 
research concerning this series and has run into stone walls at every turn. He 
learned that Cooper started with the series, Lichts Out and apparently taught 
Arch Obler (princinal writer for that series later) quite a few techniques of 
radio writing. : 


I remember particlarly well one rainy summer afternoon in the late forties 
listening to the radio, to a story of three bedridden mon one of whom had a ped 
near a window, All day he would entertain his warde-mates with descriptions of 
what he could see through the window, Instead of gratitude his actions bred in 
the other men a terrible and one night the watcher had an attack; the others 
conspired to remove his medicine from his reach and he died, The next morning 
one of the two plotters had achieved his goal---he occupied the bed near the 
window, Yet when the nurse raised the shade, he beheld, not the vistas which had 
been deseribed, but a plain brick wall! 


TI know of only five shows available to collectors. And Jeannie Dreams of Me 
(1949) is a confusing story on first listening, a good story on rehearing and a 
great story after several studious attempts have been made to get all the levels 
of meaning out of it, It involves the listeners, aS well as the protagonist, in 
a blend of fantasy/reality which is marvelous. 


Let the Lilies Consider begins with a statement by a man who has been arrest= 
ed by the police for murdering his wife; they think that she is planted beneath 
a particulariy striking lily near his house, He recounts his growing infatua- 
tion with the lilies he's raising, her growing dislike of them, and an eerie 
resolution to the situation takes place. 


The Thing on the Fourble Poard (broadcast September 18, 1918) is a science 
fiction-fantasy involving an oil-driller’s story of what he finds on an oil rig, 
something brought up from mileg beneath the earth’s surface. 


Clarissa is 1 charming little tale of a student rooming with an old man and 
hearing the lauchtor of a child in the house but never being able to see Clarrisa. 
The listener is captured and drawn along with the story with a facility which 
proclaims Mr, Cooper's genius. 


A final title, Valertine (broadcast February 14, 1949) is not presently 
available for review but is in some collections. 


The development of more information on this series would be a rewarding 


project for someones.
